Light on Ircland. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Tt is very disheartening to the friends 
of Ireland in this country to.see that the 


great majority of Americans are either 


indifferent to the cause of Iréland or are 
actually losing patience with the conduct 
of the Sinn Fein. 

But instead of complaining of the want 
of sympathy for the cause of Irish inde- 
pendence, it behooves us to look into-the 
causes of the alleged or real American 
apathy. All Americans as well as all 
others who have looked into Irish history 
know that Ireland has been the victim of 
intolerable wrongs in the past. But things 

are very different today. The land con- 
fiscations, landlordism, rack-renting and 
wholesale evictions in the past have been 
fully acknowledged, deplored and rem- 
edied by the British Parliament. And for 
the first time since the English invasion 
began the Irish people are once more in 
actual possession of the soil of their own 
country. Again the people of Ireiand 
suffered long centuries of the bitter re- 
ligious persecution. The practice of their 
religion was forbidden. They were forced 
by law to Protestant worehip. 
Their bishops banished. “Their 
priesthood hunted down Like wolves 
They were forced to pay tithes to a! 
Q@lien church. All this was galling beyond 
endurance; but all this has been re\ ned 
by the British Parllament. Catholicien 
in Ireland today is legally free and pros- 
perous throughout the island. The schools. 
of ireland as well as ita churches wer 
elther confiscated or destroyed by the En- 
glieh authorities. Education of Irish chil- 
Gren at home or abroad was strictly for- 
bidden. All this again has been undon: 
by modern English legislation. Today the 
Irieh enjoy a system of education reach- 
img from the primary schools up tod the 
recently established National Catholic 
University. 

During the penal laws Irish Catholics 
were rigorously excluded from all par 
ticipation in the government of the! 
country. They were debarred from Per. 
Hament, from the franchise, from: the 
bench and the bar, from every position 
im the civil service, from the army and 
the navy. from Yhe corporations of towns 
and boroughs of Ireland. They were even 
shut out from a)! learned professions save 
that of medicine. Today there is not an 
office except that of viccroy which is not 
legally open to qualified Irish Catholics
